DAVY JOHNSON’S CHAMPION SPRINTER WINS 
THE MANHATTAN AND A BIG BET. 



Hot Toddy Scores An Easy Victory in the Diziana 
Stakes — George S. Davis Upsets the Talent 
—Coup with Optician. 



New York, tuber 12. — Indian summer resumed 
Its sway at Beloiout Park today and, w'ith the 
spleudid card, materially contributed to the big 
crowd that journeyed to the magniqcent racecourser 
Tuo interesting stake features were down for de- 
cision, the Dixiau.a Stakes, at a mile, and the great 
sprinting lixture. the Manhattan Handicap, in which 
the champion Roseben w'as engaged. Davy .Tohii- 
eoii’s fortunes are .so much improved that he was 
able to buy back his favorite and the others of bis 
stable from L. O. Appleby and Roseben, running 
in his colors today., brought home a big stake in 
winning w'agers. The market was skillfully manip- 
ulated and wonderfully lucrative odds obtained for 
the owTier’s |25,<X)0 commission. At the beginning 
of betting on the race several thousand dollars 
were thrown away in bets on Suffrage. Tlie layers 
took afright thereat and laid an ahuoi'mally high 
price against Roseben, with the result that Jonn- 
son obtained au average of 13 to 10 agaiust a 1 to 
2 chance. 

Dr. Gardner was a conspicuous absentee from the 
Dixiaua Stakes. Hot Toddy, however, maintained 
the western prestige in grand style by defeating his 
opposition with great ease. Th«is<' were the only 
two public choices that were successful during the 
afteruouu. The notorious iu-aud-outer. George S. 
Davis, furuished a big upset In the second in which 
Toddles, the prohibitive favorite, met unexpected 
defeat. Harry K. Knapp’s Optician, backed down 
from 20 to 6 to 1, wou the last in a canter. A 
lot of money was taken out of the ring over his 
victory. 

.Mose Guldblatt bought two racehorses today at 
private sale. The western horsemen paid Jack 
Baker ^1,000 for Adbell and :^.50U to F. E. Gardner 
for the two-year-old Gargantua. Both are intended 
for winter campaigning at New' Orleans. 

G. Burns, the midget apprentice rider, brother 
to Tommy Burns, will ride at Oakland the coming 
winter in the employ of 5V. B. Jennings. Alc.x 
Shields w'ill spend the winter in California.

MANUFACTURERS OPPOSE POOLROOMS. 

Covington. Ky.. October 12. — The Manufacturers’ 
As'-oelatiuu bus takeu a stand against {toolrooms and 
yesterday {>assed the following resolution: 

“A poolroom has lecently been started on Second 
street, in violation of the law, and as this room, 
if tolerated. Is likely to be followed by others, we, 
the Mauufucturei*s’ Assoeiutiou, demand that it be 
suppressed, aud that iu the future these rooms be 
strictly prohibited from running in the city of Cov- 
ington aud c*ouuty of Keuton. 

“Poolrooms have been of iucalculahlc injury to 
Cov’lnglou. They have given the city a bud reputa- 
tion all over the country and ezerclaed a baneful 
influence on its political, social aud business life. 

“The law is mandatory upon the mayoo of the city 
and sheriff of the county to close these rooms and 
diaperae ancli unlawful assemblages.'* 

The resolution mIH be i-hiccd lK;forc the grand 
Jury. 



MERRY THOUGHT FILLY LOOKS LIKE A PRIZE 

Lexington Trainers Regard Her as a Splendid Racing 
Prospect for the Coming Year. 

I.e\iugtou. Ky., October 12. — William Steele has 
the eight yearlings bought by Paul J. Rainey at the 
eastern sales about ready for their first trials. 
They will be asked to show what they can do over 
the homestretch quarter at the Kentucky Association 
course as soon as the raiuy season euds. The track 
has not been In shape for fast work hardly a day 
ill the last two weeks. It Is likely that October 
will be well over before any yearlings have shown 
a quarter under 24 seconds, let alone anything like 
a three-eighths which will be much talked about. 
The colts and fillies bought by turfmen in the east- 
ern sales are not us forw'urd as the youngsters w'hich 
have as yet not lieeii far aw*ay from hum^. In several 
histaoces among the former the youngsters plainly 
show the effects of ihe trip east and back. As a rule, 
tlie stables are unusually free from sickness this 
year, au air of good health prevailing at the gounds. 

The Rainey yearlings will be shipped to Memphis 
during the winter aud will be in the care of trainer

DAVIS CASE WILL BE TRIED NOVEMBER 5. 

United States Attorney Baker Protests Strongly 
Against Further Continuance — Suggests Raid. 

Wushiugtou. D. C., October 12. — United States 
Attoruc.v Baker, prosecutor of tbe case of William 
Davis. b«)okmaker, who was indicted for laying 
odds on the races at the Beuuings track last spring, 
protesting agaiust a further contiuuauce of the case 
said: “Unless this ease is set for trial before the 

fall meeting of the Washington Jockey Clnb next 
month, I shall feel compelled to direct a general 
raid on all the bookmakers at the opening of the 
meeting." 

The Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
ordered that trial be had on November 5 in order 
to test the legality of bookmukiug before the fall 
race meeting begins.

Louisville, Ky., October 12. — Favorites were 
downed in all tbe races at Churchill Downs today, 
but tbe IxKdtmakers did not lay up anything. The 
sharpshooters were much in evidence. They hit the 
books heavily over the victories of Lightning Con- 
ductor, Hector, Lady JoccFvn and Whippoorwill. 
The 8i>ort was interesting. The finishes were of the 
close order and even losers at times felt a thrill of 
excitement. The steeplechase was replete with 
mishaps. At the fist jump St. Volina went down. 
Of the ten starting only five covered the (»ur8e 
safely. Lady Jocelyn, the winner, ran a race some- 
thing near to the form that had ben expected of her 
— ^probably through the superior judgment of Arch- 
ibald, who piloted her. When Gus Lanka went down 
at the third jump he rolled over YourelL The boy 
however, got up, shook himself aud walked to the 
paddock. Pierce, who rode St. Volma, was pretty 
badly shaken up. He was bruised about tbe face 
and chest but was not seriously hurt. 

There was much jamming In the Hector ra<» 
shortly after the start. C. Morris, on Retropaw, 
was held most to blame aud was suspended for the 
remainder of tbe meeting.

PIMLICO’S FALL STAKES FILL SPLENDIDLY. 

Maryland Jockey Club to Have Good Meeting in No- 
vember — Stake Named for Late Mr. Walden. 

Baltimore, Md., October 12. — The stakes of the 
Maryland Jockey Club, which closed October 1, to 
be rim at the fall meeting at Pimlico, beginning 
November 1, show an increase in numtter over former 
stakes and a decided improvement in the class of 
the entries, conditions for which the management 
has been striving for. The Clabaugh Memorial for 
foals of 1905 was closed this fall, to be run at the 
spring meeting of 1907, as it was thought the clos- 
ing of the stake in the fall would lend an additional 
interest to the owners and breeders of yearlings in 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, Virginia and District of 
Columbia, to which locality the stake was limited. 

It would seem the change was a wise one, since 
lifty-four colts have been entered for the stake, 
twenty-three being Mar3’land-bred, twenty-five from 
Virginia and six from Pennsylvania. The interest 
of the l)ieeder is further kept up by tlie addition 
of in plate to tlie breeder of the winner. The 

.stake was won in the spring of 1905 by the late 
Wyndham Waldeu with a Maryland-l»red colt. J. 
i:. Lane won in BKMI with a colt from Virginia. 

The two year-old stake to be run at the fall meet- 
ing is called the Walden. It Is at six furlongs, and 
is named for the late Wyndham Walden, who prob- 
al*ly dW more for racing in Maryland than any one 
man. There are thirty-three entries to the stake, 
and among the numl)er are the colts of many old 
friends of the man from whom it took its name.
